Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasnre  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1948,  which  in  accordance  with  Circular  3/49 
is  an  abridged  one. 

Infectious  Diseases,  There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever,  23  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  18 
last  year.  In  suitable  cases  removal  to  hospital  is  not 
insisted  upon.  Last  year  13  cases  were  isolated  at  home. 

Since  the  closing  of  Cashes  Green  Isolation  Hospital,  Stroud 
for  infectious  diseases  on  5th  July,  hospital  cases  are 
accommodated  af  tho  Isolation  Hospital,  Over,  Gloucester, 

Diphtheria,  One  case  in  a  girl  of  15  years  was  notified, 

Slie  had  been  immunised.  The  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed 
after  admission  to  hospital. 

This  disease  is  gradually  disappearing  from  the 
district  as  a  result  of  the  Immunisation  Campaign,  Immunisation 
is  undertaken  at  the  Infant  V/elfare  Centres,  by'  the  ^General 
Medical  practitioners,  and  at  a  regular  monthly  clinic  in 
Stroud,  School  childred  receive  a  maintenance  dose  on  entering 
school  at  4  -  5  years  of  ago,  and  again  at  the  age  of  ton, 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fover,  One  case  was  notified  last  year 


Infantile  Paralysis,  Two  cases  were  notified,  a  girl  of  1 
year  and  a  boy  of  4  months;  tho  latter  case  was  a  contact 
of  his  mother  from  outside  the  area,  who  had  been  temporarily 
sent  to  friends  whilst  tho  mother  v/as  in  hospital  with  the 
disease,

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Sev/erage ,  Last  year  a  start  was  made  in  the  scheme  for  the 
sewering  of  the  district,  including  the  trunk  sewers,  and  the 
main  disposal  works  at  Stanley  Downton.  Mien  completed  the 
fouling  of  the  streams  and  water  courses  In  the  district  will 
oe  largely  obviated,  and  a  potentio.1  danger  to  health 
eliminated, 

V/ater  Supply,  The  v/ator  supplied  by  tho  Stroud  District  Water 
Board,  although  hard,  is  of  excellent  quality  and,  generally 
speaking,  sufficient  in  quantity, 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Alan  N.  Peters,  Enginer  and  Manager 
for  the  follov/lng  information  on  tho  progress  of  the  extensions, 

A  scheme  for  providing  a  piped  supply  in  the  Parishes  of  Blsloy 
and  Miserden  was  completed  and  connections  -were  made  from  various 
mains  as  from.  31st  March,  and  by  tho  end  of  the  year  .  191 
connections  were  made  to  this  supply.  Since  the  Eastcombe 
reservoir  has  been  in  use  a  24  hour  supply  as  been  available  in 
the  Eastcombe  area. 

In  tho  parishes  of  White  shill  and  Randv;ick,  some  of  the 
mains  wore  completed  by  the  31st  March  and  connections  began 
to  be  made  from  this  date.  The  whole  of  the  main  laying  was 
completed  by  the  end  of  July  and  up  to  date  113  connections  have 
been  made.  The  Booster  installations  to  supply  the  higher  areas 
above  Randv;ick  and  ^'Vhite shill  have  yet  to  be  completed. 

In  the  Rural  District  it  is  estimated  that  63^  of  the 
houses  in  the  area  have  been  connected  to  the  main  supply. 

Analyses,  During  the  year  54  samples  of  v/ater  have  been 
examined  and  in  47,  B,Coll  was  found  to  be  absent  in  100  ccs. 

All  the  water  supplied  is  chlorinated  at  their  various  ?/orks, 

Section  47,  Rational  Assistance  Act  1948,  So  far,  it  has  not 
been  found  noce ssary ' to  take  action  under  this  section,  which 
provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  a  suitable  hone  or  hospital 
of  aged,  inf'-'TO  and  physically  incapacitated  persons.  There  is 
no  doubt,  hoviTover,  that  further  suitable  homes  will  become 
increasingly  necessary  to  deal  virith  these  psrso'ns. 

Meat  and  other  Foods,  All  the  slaughtering  for  the  district  is 
concentrated  in  the”"Stroud  Urban  District  Council  at  the 
Abattoir  at  Ebley, 

In  the  case  of  cows  it  was  reported  that  45*2^  of  those 
killed  were  affected  with  tuberculosis.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
last  year  paid  special  attention  to  the  duties  laid  upon  Local 
Authorities  by  tho  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1938* 

Those  duties  include  the  regular  inspection  of  registered 
food  premises,  cafes,  restaraunts  and  ice  cream  premises. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  clean,  sanitary  premises  and 
to  impress  upon  food  handlers  the  importance  of  personal 
cleanliness  and  hygiene.  As  regards  milk,  increasing  amounts  of 
designated  milks  are  being  produced  in  the  area,  Tho  public 
arc  rightly  demanding  not  only  a  clean  milk,  but  a  safe  milk,  and 
it  is  encouraging  to  think  that  after  many  years  propaganda,  it 
is  probable  that  tho  sale  of  raw  non-do si gnat od  will  cease  in  a 
few  years.  Until  such  time  as  tuberculosis  is  eliminated  from 
the  dairy  herds  of  the  country,  there  is  no  doubt  that  an 
efficient  pasteurised  milk  5. s  the  safest  for  general  consujiip-tion.

No  deaths  were  recorded  for  last  yoar  from  Diphtheria,  Measles 
or  road  traffic  accidents. 

Factories  Act  1937,  There  are  in  the  district  21  Factories  in 
which  sections  1-6  arc  enforced  by  the  Local  Authority  and  93 
in  v/hich  Section  7  is  enforced. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  v/as  95. 

Notices  were  served  in  5  instances  to  remedy  defective 
sanitary  convenience's  , 

No  prosecutions  wove  found  necessary. 

Summary 

Generally  speaking  we  may  say  that  the  health  of  the  District 
continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

Diphtheria  is  rapidly  becoming  a  disease  of  the  past,  with 
an  immense  saving  every  year  of  young  lives, 

'•  ■  Drainage  facilities  and  water  supplies  are  gradually  being 
extended  to  the  whole  district,  and  the  constant  vigilance  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  is  doing  much  to  prevent  serious  nuisances 
and  to  protect  the  food  and  milk  supplies. 

One  hopes  that  the  time  will  soon  come  Virhon  the  Sanitary 
Authority  will  bo  able  to  moot  the  demand  for  housing  accommodaticn 
and  to  deal  more  rapidly  with  the  largo  number  of  unfit  dwellings 
in  the  area. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  Members 
of  tho  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  the 
staff  for  the  assistance  I  have  received,
